1007 MORE KOREAN 
WAR CASUALTIES 
ARE IDENTIFIED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
The Defense Department yester- 
day identified 1007 additional bat- 
tle casualties, in the second larg- 
est list of the Korean war other 
than the weekly reports. 

The department issues lists at 
irregular intervals between its 
weekly summaries. Sometimes 


they are issued a day apart, some- _ 


times at longer intervals. 

The heaviest day’s toll was re- 
ported Oct. 8, 1950. It reflected 
some of the losses in the battle 
for Seoul and the Eighth Army 
breakout of the Pusan perimeter. 

The new list reported 181 
killed, 788 wounded, 15 missing in 
action and 23 injured in battle 
zone accidents. 

The list reflects an increase in 
the Korean fighting and undoubt- 
edly includes part of the cam- 
paign for “Heartbreak Ridge.”

WOMAN ADMITS. 
WALL MURDER: 
PARIS POLICE SAY 


Killed Victim in Jealous 
Row, Sealed Body in 
Basement, Mme. Sylvie 
Paul Relates. 


PARIS. Oct. 6 (AP)—Green- 
eyed Mme. Sylvie Paul, 38 years 
old, has confessed that she killed 
Mme. Jeanne Perron, 58, in a 
jealous quarrel and walled up her 
body in the basement of Mme.

One U. S. Plane Lost. 

In the air United States jets 
took on the Reds at three-to-one 
odds.

.Friday—by sea and land. The 
| battleship New Jersey led a small 
task force on a bombarding raid 
into Hungnam harbor, 125 miles 
north of the thirty-eighth paral- 
lel, and an infantry patrol pene- 
trated Kosong, 40 miles north of 
the parallel. 

There was no new move toward 
reopening truce talks. 

The western offensive along a 
40-mile front by 100,000 men 
from nine United Nations gained 
up to five miles in four days, It 
was the biggest Allied drive in 
three months. 

Maj. Gen. Robert H. Soule 
said his United States Third Divi- 
sion undoubtedly has broken the 
main Red line northwest of Chor- 
won, 17 miles north of the thirty- 
eighth parallel. 

“We penetrated it and broke it 
and forced the Reds to with- 
draw,” he said. 

Best Positions In Year. 

The Allies moved into the best 
positions they have held in the 
west in a year and sent patrols 
reaching out as much as three 
miles in front of their newly-won 
hills. 

The new line formed a parapet 
of defenses north of the winding 
Imjin river. 

The western offensive smashed 
into .the assembly area from 
which the Reds twice launched 
invasions toward Seoul. 

One United States Tv enty-fifth 
Division patrol was surrounded 
by Chinese for six hours Satur- 
day in the Reds’ old “Iron Tri- 
angle” staging area between 
Kumhwa and Pyongyang. It 
fought its way out with the help 
of Allied artillery fire. 

Third Division troops in the 
first two days of the drive killed 
588 Chinese Reds, wounded 582 
and captured 35. 

Red Resistance Crumbles. 

The Reds still threw in counter- 
attacks and held off the Allies 
from some assaulted hills, but 
their resistance generally crum- 
bled across the 40 miles of front 
extending northeastward from 
Korangpo. 

Retreating Chinese left behind 
them heavily mined roads. En- 
gineers removed 300 anti-tank 
mines from a single road on the 
flat lands west of Chorwon. 

The British Commonwealth Di- 
vision Friday encountered little 
opposition as its Royal Australian 
Rifles won a key hill northwest 
of Yonchon. 

Front-line dispatches reported 
the United States First Cavalry 
Division captured three hills in a 
mile-long advance west of Yon- 
chon, but was stymied in attempts 
to take a fourth. To the south 
Chinese  counter-attacks 
shoved Northumberland Fusiliers 
off a hill the British took early 
in the day. 

Friday’s air battle, i00 miles 
north of the thirty-eighth paral- 
lel, ended with the thrilling res- 
ue of an American Sabre pilot.

Police today were seeking to 
learn whether they had uncovered 
a large-scale automobile theft 
operation when they arrested two 
men and recovered two recently 
stolen automobiles yesterday. 

Held for investigation were Roy 
AV.

President Truman’s extension of security re- 
strictions on Government information comes at 
a time when the Government is swollen with 
staffs of “information specialists.” . The irony of 


having large publicity staffs but little informa-— 


tion has not escaped Congress. This is a good 
area for practicing economy, though the way it 
is being practiced shows considerable lack of 
discrimination. 

Senator Byrd, the veteran Virginia economy 
advocate, sponsored the idea of a blanket cut 
of 25 per cent in funds which civilian agencies 
sought for information personnel. This is being 


applied to present supply bills, though it is too | 


early to say whether it will be applied to the 
armed services. 

The method, unfortunately, is that of the 
meat-ax. Congtess devoted no thought to any 
actual need for information employes, but ap- 
plied the cut wholesale, and partly for the 
wrong reasons. Members complained, for in- 
stance, that the Office of Price Stabilization was 
promotimg propaganda in behalf of price con- 
trol. It is hard to see how price control can 
be effective without widespread public infor- 
mation on the subject. 

But any survey of the Government’s infor- 
mation staff Shows large room for economies. 
The Budget Bureau figured in 1948 that sal- 
aries of persons engaged in information work 
totaled more than $13,000,000. This was an 
inadequate figure, for it: did not cover much 
work disguised under other names. 


Certainly the sum spent on the federal hand- 
out business has increased vastly since then. 
The Defense Department alone has budgeted 
$13,000,000 for personnel engaged in informa- 
tion and advertising. The armed services have 
at least 884 civilians and 2941 uniformed men 
working on information. 

Nopody knows, however, the exact number of 
federal employes engaged in this work—a_ point 
which puzzled the Hoover Commission. Many 
are concealed under other job titles. In fact, 
a 1913 law prohibits hiring “publicity experts” 
without approval of Congress, so the name is 
often changed to “information specialist,” which 
also sounds more dignified. 

Certainly the Government has an obligation 
to inform the public of its operations, and no 
one expects it to do without an information 
staff. But on occasion the Government seems 
to be as much concerned with concealing news 
as with revealing it. President Truman's secu-' 
rity order is a case in point. 


A different kind of case was Secretary Bran- 
nan’s recent refusal to tell reporters why Jack 
Cowart was summarily fired by the Agriculture 
Department. Speaking for the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, James S. Pope of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal denounced the secre- 
cy, and suggested that it might be intended to 
hide departmental embarrassment.

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That Social Security Kitty P 

A Post-Dispatch reader wants to know wheth- 
er the Government still uses its social security 
receipts to meet current operating expenses, 
and deposits its I.0.U.s in the “kitty” for ulti- 
mate payment of social security retirement bene- 
fits. 

This is one of those loaded questions which 
implies that beneficiaries of the social security 
system may be swindled, when it comes time 
to collect their benefits, by finding only I.0.U.s 
in the till. 

On the same principle, one would have to as- 
sume that every holder of a Government bond 
may be swindled when the time comes to cash 
it in. The social security fund, as a holder of 
Government bonds, is no worse off and no bet- 
ter off than all the banks, insurance companies 
and individuals who also hold Government 
bonds. 

Currently the social security fund collects in 
contributions more than it pays out in benefits. 
What should be done with the surplus? If it 
were held in cash, like banknotes squirreled 
away in the mattress, it would earn no in- 
terest for the fund, and in the end the bene- 
ficiaries would receive smaller retirement pay- 
ments than if the surplus were invested. More- 
over, the stored-up banknotes would be no 
sounder, basically, than the Government bonds. 
Both are promises to pay. The soundness of 
both depends ultimately on the solvency of the 
Government and the productive power of the 
people. 

Instead of holding the surplus in cash, the 
social security fund invests it in Government 
bonds. And why not? So long as a public debt 
exists, what is the objection to having part of 
it held by the social security fund for the ulti- 
mate benefit of retired people? Surely this is 
no less sound than the investment of private re- 
tirement funds in various forms of public or 
private debt.

Apparently Flat River and other Missouri towns 
are considered by some St. Louisans to be typi- 
cal hick towns, the abodes of yokels, the editor of 
the Press declares. 

We agree with The Farmington Press’ editor 
that a yokel is a state of mind and that the 
state of mind does not require any given popu- 
lation, large or small, to go along with it. Con- 
trariwise, we disagree with Webster’s diction- 
ary, which defines yokel as “a country bumpkin, 
slow-witted, and gullible,’ and says the word 
probably has some connection with yoke (of 
oxen).

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Weak Backstop on Inflation . 


If the Senate’s revised version of the Capehart 
amendment permits stabilization of prices at cur- 
rent levels, as Senator Maybank anticipates, it 
will not be a very substantial improvement over 
the original. : 

Some prices have dropped slightly since July, 
but not enough to matter a great deal. Most con- 
sumers, therefore, will regard the new price 
formula as achieving the same general objective 
which the Capehart amendment set out to 
achieve—moving ceilings upward from the level 
which prevailed at the time of the freeze last 
January. : 

Consumers will remember, furthermore, that 
the January freeze went into effect only after 
prices had already gone up well beyond the pre- 
Korean levels. And they will justifiably suspect 
that another Capehart amendment six months 
from now may raise the ceilings again—that 
Congress, in other words, may reduce stabiliza- 
tion to a series of periodic step-ups in the sta- 
bilization level. 

The main objection to the Capehart amend- 
ment, which required price ceilings to reflect 
ali cost increases up to July 26, was that it com- 
pelled the OPS, in fixing ceilings, to disregard 
the profit position of particular industries af- 
fected. If ‘a certain industry had increased its 
—_ so markedly that it could well afford to 

.absorb some 1950-51 cost increases, still the 
Capehart amendment required that those costs 
be passed on to the consumer. 

This objection still holds for the substitute 
formula, which requires that ceilings reflect 
“necessary and unavoidable” cost increases, in- 
cluding those of labor, material and transporta- 
tion. No matter how “necessary” a cost increase 
may be, whether or not it should be passed on 
to the consumer ought to depend on whether or 
not this is necessary to give the industry a fair 
profit. 

At the moment, it appears that the most effec- 
tive brake on inflation is being exercised by the 
people rather than by the stabilization law. They 
have confounded the economists by simply refus- 
ing to buy as heavily as expected. Should a new 
buying rush develop, a strong stabilization law 
would be mighty useful as a backstop. That is not 
the kind of law Congress has seen fit to write. 
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No Natural-Born Diplomat He 

The Senate Republican Policy Committee has 
decided to oppose confirmation of Chester 
Bowles as ambassador to India. In explaining 
this decision to make a party issue out of the 
appointment, Senator Taft said that Mr. Bowles 
“is not a natural-born diplomat, and has a ten- 
dency to be antagonistic and to make enemies.” 


We do not know whether Senator Taft con- 
siders himself a natural-born Senator, and we 
are not sure we ever knew a natural-born diplo- 
mat. Both senatorship and diplomacy, we would 
have thought, are likely to be aequired apti- 
tudes. 

As to the second objection which the Republi- 
cans raise to Mr. Bowles, it strikes us as rather 
unsatisfactorily incomplete. If Mr. Bowles has a 
tendency to make enemies, is it not a vital part 
of the question to ask, what enemies he made? 
A man is known, so the phrase goes, by the 
friends he keeps—and by the enemies he makes. 


It could be that Mr. Bowles has made just the 
sort of enemies that would endear him to the 
government of India. We trust that the Republi- 
cans will clarify this point when they seek to 
overturn the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee’s approval of the Bowles appointment. 
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How Will the Liberals Vote? 


One question which will have to be considered 
by those who want to make book on the forth- 
coming British elections is: How will last year’s 
Liberals vote? 

In the February, 1950, elections, the Liberals 
put up candidates for 475 of the 625 seats in 
the House of Commons. This time they will con- 
test only about 100 seats. One reason for this is 
that there are only nine Liberals in Commons. 
The party polled only 2,621,000 votes against the 
13,296,000 for Labor and the 11,518,000 for the 
Conservatives. | 

Those figures are of a proportion to induce 
a party to take a back seat. But there is another 
persuading factor involved, a financial one. Each 
parliamentary candidate is required to put up a 
deposit of 150 pounds ($420), and this is for- 
feited if he polls less than one-eighth of the 
votes cast in his constituency. Last year, 319 
Liberals forfeited their deposits. 


Actually, it was not as hard on the party 
treasury as may seem. For a premium of $14,000, 
Lloyd’s underwrote 250 of the deposits, and 
therefore had to pay more than $100,000 of the 
Liberals’ $143,980 loss. No doubt, neither Lloyd’s 
nor the party is keen for a similar financial ex- 
perience this year. 

The real deterrent, however, would seem to 
be the disinclination of the British voter to 
favor a third party. With no broad program of 
their own, the Liberals have gone along with 
Labor on some issues and with the Conservatives 
on others, yet without enough strength or influ- 
ence to affect either. Apparently the British want 
either flesh or fish—but which?

farmers to withhold it from market though price is above parity. 


A Letter to His Constituents by Representative 
Sidney R. Yates (Dem.) of Illinois 


I admit frankly that I am not an expert 
on agriculture or on agricultural legisla- 
tion. I recognize the vital role of the 
farmer in our economy and I’ve made a 
conscientious effort to study and under- 
stand our agricultural program, but I can't 
see that it makes much sense at this time. 

To my mind, it is a “heads I win, tails 
you lose” proposition, with the consumers 
and taxpayers always the losers. 

But I have been wrong before, so let’s 
take the viewpoint of an acknowledged ex- 
pert on agriculture and agricultural leg- 
islation, Congress- 
man Harold Cooley, 
of North Carolina, 
who is chairman of 
the House Commit- 
tee on Agriculture. 

On July 9, when 
the House was con- 
sidering the controls 
bill, he made an elo- 
quent speech in sup- 
port of his amend- 
ments to remove 
ceilings on farm 
commodities and 
prohibit rollbacks. 

“IT can easily visu- 
alze,” he said, “the 
possibility of some grasping or greedy 
group cornering a market’in some strate- 
gic material, forcing the price unduly high 
and under such circumstances, perhaps, 
not only should we confiscate the property, 
but we should lock them up for violating 
some of our laws against monopoly. But 
how on earth can the farmers, the wheat 
and corn farmers, the hog farmers, the 
cattle farmers of this country exercise any 
monopolistic power? They are scattered 
all over this vast country. They have no 
control over the price of their produce. 
They are a scattered group. They do not 
act as a result of concerted consideration. 
They put their produce on the market and 
they have no control over it... .” 


He went on to say: “Let me repeat and 
reiterate, production is the answer to in- 
flation; production is our only salvation; 
production will make governmental con- 
trols unnecessary. Production is not en- 
couraged by orders diminishing incentives 
or destroying profits. No emphasis is be- 
ing placed upon the importance of produc- 
tion but rather all emphasis seems to be 
placed upon-controls and more controls.” 

Well, we got production in cotton this 
year, a cfop of near record proportions. 
Yet last week, less than three months after

Cooley's speech, 100 Congressmen from 
cotton producing districts, including 
Cooley, issued a statement respecfing the 


marketing of this year’s huge cotton crop, 


reading in part as, follows: 

“Those of us who represent the cotton 
farming areas have initiated steps by the 
Government designed to improve the de- 
mand for cotton, but these various actions 
will have no full cumulative effect until 
well beyond the normal marketing season. 
The one weapon in the hand of the farm- 
er is the withholding of his cotton from 
the market until a fair price is reached. 


“Cotton can be withheld frpm the mar-- 


ket in an orderly fashion, without undue 
risk for the farmer, by placing it in the 
loan program with the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. All major farm organizations 
representing cotton producers have urged 
that farmers take advantage of this pro- 
gram. 

“As representatives in Congress of the 


’ cotton farmer, we want to urge all cotton 


producers to join this program for orderly 
marketing. If every cotton farmer will 
place half of his crop in the loan as it is 
picked and ginned, or otherwise withhold 
it from the market, there is real hope that 
the price can be improved. The operation 
of the market. during the first months of 
the harvest season indicates the withhold- 
ing program has been of considerable 
benefit. If the movement spreads, the 
farmer will have made the most effective 
use possible of the price support’ structure 
which the Government has provided.” 


Congressman Smith of Mississippi who 


‘read the statement into the Congressional 


Record, declared, “The halding movement 
can be a weapon in the hands of the farm- 
er to convert a buyer’s market into a sell- 
er’s market. ... It is an opportunity which 
should not be passed up. ... The farmer 
cannot hope to get the best price for his 
cotton unless he takes concerted action 
throughout the Cotton Belt.” 

To my mind, this action would be a per- 
version of the purpose of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. Orderly marketing is 
not the equivalent of rigged marketing. 
This action would make the agency an in- 
strument for monopolistic ends and in- 
creased inflation, particularly now when 
cotton is selling above parity and well 
above the price support level. 

Even with the benefit of expert advice, 
the agriculture program doesn’t make 
much sense to nie at this time. It’s still 
.a “heads I win, tails you lose” proposition. 


St. Louisans and Other Yokels 3 


From the Farmington Press 


We were bystanders at a verbal ex- 
change the other day between a streetcar 
conductor in St. Louis and a complaining 
patron over some trivial matter. As a part- 
ing shot, the patron sarcastically advised 
the motorman to “go back to Flat River.” 

In the minds of some St. Louis people, 
a person from Flat River or environs is a 
hick. In their own -parlance, the word is 
“hoosier,” although St. Louisans display 
their own ignorance thusly by failing to 
recognize the term as one ectually describ- 
ing a native of the State of Indiana, and 
the people of Indiaria’ are proud of the 
name “Hoosier.” 

In the minds of provincial St. Louisans, 
Missouri is a state divided into two parts. 
One part is their city, which they consider 
the hub of the universe, and the other is 
a vast region consisting of little towns 
around Flat River, which they consider 
the center of Yokeldom. 

Now we have no grudge against St. Louis 
and know many fine people there. But we 
can’t understand why some of its residents 
think it is Paradise. 

After all, for a city of its size and 
wealth, St. Louis has many things which 
could stand improvement. 

Its vast slums with rat-infested tene- 
ments and outdoor privies have been de- 
scribed by housing experts as some of the 


worst in the country. Its traffic and the 
lack of parking space make driving a 
car there something to be avoided, although 
the parking situation has been solved after 
a fashion by tearing down old _ historic 
buildings and letting drivers use the space 
for an exorbitant fee. 

Weeds grow so high, even on city prop- 
erty, that portions of the city look like a 
tropical jungle in the summer time. 

Flat River, since the mind of St. Louis 
runneth not to the contrary, has been 
singled out as a typical hick town. Lately, 
however, some St. Louisans have begun to 
realize that there are other small towns 
and they, too, have been thrown into the 
yokel class—towns like Festus, Hercu- 
laneum, De Soto, Bonne Terre and Farm- 
ington. ( . 

We don’t say there aren’t hicks in these 
towns, but we must say that some of the 
biggest yokels we ever met were born and 
reared within throwing ce of the 
water tower on Grand avenue. 

We've pondered the question of what 
makes a man a yokel or a gentleman, and 
we've come to agree with the words on the 
inscription of an English school.. “Man- 
ners make the man” whether the man is 
born in a sharecropper’s shanty in South-

“Adventure is never anywhere unless 
we make it. Chance releases it; some 
unexpected incidence of little things. .. . 
If we. are not ready for it then it is not 
there.” 

H. M. Tomlinson has known and said 
this, but more than that, he has demon- 
strated its truth. “The Face of the 
Earth,” “salvage from books lost in the 
last war,” is in part revision of matter 
dating back to 1912, in part material now 
in book form for the first time. However 
aged the writing, however quiet or sensa- 
tional the subject, all is adventure. It 
ranges far in space, from the East Indies 
to London, and it ranges far in the mental 
and moral dimensions. In Tomlinson we 
have a man who is and long has been

little things.

H. M. Tomlinson folk, the majority, 

are still “kindly and helpful,” still ready 

to respond “to the simple and magnani- 
mous appeal, if it comes.” 

When thinking of the statesmen (who 
“have thrown mercy to the beasts”) and 
the intellectuals (who are “perishing des- 
erts’’), Tomlinson speaks devastatingly. He 
knows that the good society requires “the 
morning clear of fear and guns,” and he 
has not actepted as right or inevitable the 
militarism and corruption of our little men 
in great places. Despite such, he leads 
his individual adventure. And he writes 
like an angel. 

One of his sources of strength is the 
face of the earth. A truly humble man, 
he takes comfort in geological change and 
endurance, in the growing of plants, in the 
movements of weather. These non-human 
elements in the world steady him. His 
faith in ordinary folk, despite their “cre- 
dulity and obedience,” has been men- 
tioned. His respect for reason and crafts- 
manship is another anchor. 

Like the oceanic navigator he admires, 
Tomlinson without “deference to the mob 
or any other authority” has found his 
mark.

All of which is something of a triumph 
for a farm boy from the Middle West. It 
was Lady Duff Gordon who gave him his 
start in the early days before World War 
I, when snobbery over all things British 
was de rigeur in places like Newport and 
Bar Harbor. Mr. Green thinks back affec- 
tionately to the old dame, and still refers 
to her as Her Ladyship ‘(sic)., Habit dies 
hard, I guess. 

Mr. Greer’s glamour days reach some 
time back, and older readers will regog- 
nize many a youthful heart throb in his 
photographs of half-forgotten sirens like 
Theda Bara, Isadora Duncan, Pola Negri 
and a tres chic Hedda Hopper who acted 
in pictures. Ah, those were the days, men. 

Today Mr. Greer“has apparently gone 
into the wholesale dress business, which 
has much less glamour but a lot more 
cash. But that’s another story. This one’s 
about the fashionable side of the “cock- 
eyed racket called dressmaking,” and it’s 
good reading all the way.

CIGARETTE ‘USE’ 
TAX IN ILLINOIS 
ADJUDGED ILLEGAL 


CHICAGO, Oct. 6 (AP) — A 


superior court judge held yester- 
day that a new state law provid- 
ing for a “use” tax on cigarettes 
bought outside Illinois is uncon- 
stitutional. 

Judge John F. Haas issued a 
permanent injunction restraining 
the state from collecting state 
cigarette taxes from persons who 
import cigarettes from neighbor- 
ing states at lower prices. 

The last state Legislature had 
enacted a law calling for a tax on 
all cigarettes bought for ‘use” in 
Illinois. 

Miss Julie Johnson, executive 
of an advertising firm in Chicago, 
filed suit for an injunction to test 
the law. 

Raymond Sarno, Assistant At- 
torney General, said the state 
would appeal the decision. He 
said the state lost $3,500,000 a 
year in taxes on cigarettes im- 
ported from Indiana, Missouri 
and other states. The Illinois 
cigarettes tax is 30 cents a carton. 


EFFORTS TO SETTLE BREWERY 
DISPUTE GO ON; NO PROGRESS 


Efforts to settle the dispute be- 

tween Anheuser-Busch, Inc., and 
CIO bottling plant employes over 
assignment of bottle inspectors 
continued today, following long 
conferences yesterday in which 
little progress was reported. 
A meeting of representatives of 
the company and the CIO brewery 
workers with federal conciliators 
broke up at 7 o'clock last night 
with the situation still deadlocked.

Anheuser-Busch contends 
that job assignment is a manage- 
ment function.

BELGRADE, Oct. 6 (AP) — A 
visiting United States prison ex- 
pert found Yugoslavia’s penal sys- 
tem generally “satisfactory” but 
he commented:

Julian Alco, former member of 
California’s prison board and one- 
time acting warden of San Quen- 
tin prison, based his opinions on 
a mepnth-long conducted tour of 
this country’s prisons at the invi- 
tation of the Yugoslav govern- 
ment. 

In a news conference yesterday, 
he mixed praise with sharp 
criticism of pre-trial detention 
of suspected criminals under the 
Yugoslav system.

The trip followed recent visits by 
the Yugoslav consul general in 
San Francisco, Rafo Ivanceyic, to 
Alcatraz and California state 
jails. 

Alca was permitted to visit 
Roman Catholic Archbishop Aloj- 
zijc Stepinac, who is serving a 16- 
year term on conviction of col- 
labaration with the Nazis. He 
said the prelate’s living quarters 
in Lepoglavia prison were the 
best the prison had to offer, 

Asked by a Yugoslav reporter 
to comment on the differences 
between the American and Yugo- 
slav penal systems, Alco replied:

He said he had found 
no evidence that Yugoslav prison- 
ers receive inhuman treatment. 
He also said that he had not seen 
any evidence of _ third-degree 
methods.

ALUMINUM PLANTS PUT OFF 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
Mobilization Director Charles E. 
Wilson yesterday announced the

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
Russian propagandists are twist- 
ing the many United States con- 
gressional investigations into a 
virtual “secret police” purge 
which has Americans “living in 


.| fear.” 


Soviet broadcasts beamed to 
Russia and satellite countries, and 


monitored here, give a distorted 
picture of the Far Eastern policy 
controversy, loyalty checks, the 
McCarthy charges, the investiga- 
tions of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, the Internal 
Revenue Bureau and crime. 

“The Americans live in fear,” 
one broadcast began. “The agents 
of the American secret police 
penetrate everywhere. The secret 
police safes contain 116,000,000 
fingerprints of the Americans, a 
figure nearly equal to the entire 
adult population of America.” 
“Notorious Loyalty Committee.” 

Another said hundreds of thou- 
‘sands of Americans are under 
suspicions, have lost their jobs 
and have become homeless be- 
cause of “the criminal activity of 
the notorious committee for 
checking loyalty.” 

Many are thrown in prison and 
“murdered in the .. . fascist 
raids,” another broadcast said. 

“Congress adopts, and the Su- 
preme Court recognizes as being 
constitutional, barbarian laws 
which make encroachments on 
the elementary rights of millions 
of Americans.” 

“Unbridled attacks stemming 


from anti-Communist hysteria 
are not unknown to Senator Mc-

UN EXCISE INCREASES 


Taxes on Liquor, Gasoline, 
Autos Affected—Bill May 
Pass by Oct. 21. 


WASHINGTON, .Oct. 6 (AP)— 
Higher taxes on liquor, gasoline, 
automobiles and other items came 
before a Senate-House conference 
committee today, with little in 
dispute except how long they 
should remain in effect. 

The Senate has voted to carry 
the increased rates only through 
1953; the House set on termina- 
tion date in its version of the 
new tax measure. The boosts will 
go into effect the first of next 
month if the bill is enacted by 
Oct. 21, as now seems probable. 

They call for a hike in the tax 
on hard liquor from $9 a 100-proof 
gallon to $10.50; on beer from 
$8 a’ barrel to $9; on gasoline 
from 1% cents a gallon to 2; on 
automobiles from 5 to 8 per cent. 
All are lower than the increases 
requested by the Administration 
last February. 

‘ Although the conference group 
acted on 52 disputed provisions 
yesterday, most of these were of 
a technical nature and the big 
questions of individual income 
tax rates and a proposed excess 
profits tax boost remain unre- 
solved.

He 
was sure. to lose two diamond 
tricks; he might also lose to the 
spade king. and the heart king. 
Should he take the spade finesse 
or the heart finesse? There was 
no way of knowing which king, if 
either, was on side. 

After some reflection South 
put up dummy’s club ace and led 
the spade queen. West jumped on 
the trick with his king—and after 
that, South had no problem. Using 
the spade entry in dummy, he nat- 
urally led the heart jack through 
East, and the latter’s king was 
trapped. 

It would have been a different 
story, perhaps, if West had un- 
hesitatingly let the spade queen 
win the trick. It is true that South 
might have sensed the true situ- 
ation and shifted to hearts, but 
how could he tell? Certainly, it 
would be tempting for him to go 
ahead with -the second spade 
finesse, and if he chose that 
course he would immediately come 
to grief. 

It was not too difficult for 
West to visualize South’s dilemma 
and to lull him into a false sense 
of security in the spade suit.

Drilling Holes in Masonry. 


HEN you want to attach an 
W obiect to a masonry wall you 

use something called an ex- 
pansion plug or a rawl plug. 
These you cafi get at any hard- 
ware store. But before the plug 
can be installed you have to have 
a hole in the masonry. This pre-’ 
sents quite a problem to many 
people. 

A hole is drilled in concrete 
and brickwork with a gimmick 
called a star drill. This is a 
length of metal with a star shaped 
drill at one end. The hole is 
made by centering the tip of the 
drill where the hole is to be and 
then tapping on the other end of 
the drill with a hammer. After 
each tap the drill is turned a 
quarter turn and this along with 
the taps from the hammer pro- 
vides the cutting action. Every 
once and awhile you have to re- 
move the drill from the masonry 
and blow out some of the dust 
that accumulates in the hole.

NBC REVISES RADIO — 
AD RATES ON BASIS 
OF EFFECTS OF TV 


NEW YORK, Oct, 6 (AP)—The 
National Broadcasting Co. yester- 
day announced a drastic revision 


in its charges to sponsors for 
time on its radio network, with 
a new formula adjusting rates to 
compensate for effects of tele- 
vision. | 

Charles E. Denny, executive 
vic€ president, said the new plan 
also would permit a sponsor to 
buy a program for a single broad- 
cast, an alternate week basis, or 
non-consecutive broadcasts over a 
desired period, rather than for a 
specified minimum period. 

So long as he takes a specified 
minimum number of stations, the 
sponsor may have the program 
broadcast over whatever combina- 
tion of NBC stations he chooses 
and omit any stations or area he 
desires. He can tailor the net- 
work to ccver the markets he 
wants to reach, without having to 
pay for broadcasts in areas in 
which he is not interested, 

The network also will provide 
several hours a week of programs 
which stations may use without 
cost if they have no sponsors— 
or may sell to sponsors with a 
percentage going to NBC. He 
said they would be more profit- 
able to stations’than transcribed 
shows.

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(AP)—The bulk of the estate of 
John A, Hartford, grocery chain | 
magnate, was left to a charitable | 
organiaztion bearing his name, 
according to a will filed for pro- 
bate yesterday. 

Hartford, who was chairman of 
the board of the Great Atlantic 
and Pacific Tea Co., died last 
Sept. 20 at the age of 79. For 
probate purposes, the estate was 
valued at more than $20,000. He 
left about $300,000 in specific 
bequests to relatives, friends and 
employes. Most of. the rest ‘of 
the estate, including income from 
his A. & P. stock, was left to the 
John A. Hartford Foundation, 
Inc., founded in 1929 for “char- 
itable and benevolent purposes.” 

Hartford willed $100,000 and 
stock in the Guaranty Trust Co., 
New York, to Ralph W. Burger, 
president of A. & P., a friend of 
many years. :

It is 
very quick in movement, and will 
wrap its body around the enemy. 
With the other snake crushed, the 
king snake starts to swallow it. 
A large victim provides food for 
a long time. 


One snake expert speaks of the 
king snake as an “ideal reptile 
for a pet.” It is gentle toward peo- 
ple, and will eat freely while kept 
in a cage or box.
